This was decided at a meet- 
ing of the executive of the Cana-| 
dian Postal Employees’ Federa-| 
tion in Toronto tonight and was) 
communicated to the Dominion, 
officers of the federation, now, 
in Ottawa, who had wired that 
the Civil Service Commission! 
had refused to discuss wage 
schedules with them but would 
bring in an amended recommen-! 


dation to the Government. | 
It was decided at the executive 


meeting tonight that the fifteen per 
cent straight wage increase offered 
by the commission would not be ac- 
ceptable, but that action by the 
federation would be withheld pend- 
ing the result of the amended rec- 
ommendation of the commission to! 
be made tomorrow. 

Tt was pointed out that a straight 
fifteen per cent increase in wages 
coupled with the abolition of the 
bonus would mean a sharp cut in’ 
wages. Under the present rate the 
postal helpers receive a minunum, 
wage of $780 aud a $815 bonus, 
making a total of $1,095, and the 
postal clerks and letter carriers a 
minimum wage of $840 plus a $815 
making a total of $1, 166. | 
the bonus abolished and a!

however, the minimum for postal | 
helpers would be only $897 and for| 
postal clerks and letter carriers a 


minimum of $966. | 
At the time the postal workers 


presented an ultimatum to the Gov-| 
ernment last month it was for a 
straight minimum salary of $1,260 
for all employees. As five per cent 
of all wages received has to be; 
turned back to the department in| 
connection with the pension scheme, 
this would leave the workers $1,200 
of the $1,260 now asked for.

With a few minor changes, the 
service tax bylaw as recently 
drafted by the city solicitor, 
passed its third and final reading 
before the City Council at an ad- 
journed meeting held yesterday 
afternoon in the council cham- 
ber. 

Theschanges are as follows: 
The various stages in the scale 
of taxation will read ‘‘$750 and 
under $1,000; $1,000 and under 
$1,250’; and similarly by steps 
of $250 through the entire list. 

The clause regarding offset of ser- 
property tax and 


vice versa resulted in some discus- 


sion, but was finally left as it stood, 
The main point causing the argu- 
mont appeared to be the possibility 
of the service tax being offset against 
a property tax which might never 
b epaid. This was belittled by Al- 
derman Joseph Adair who suggested 
that if a man pald his service tax he 
would naturally realize that he had 
paid that much of his property tax, 
and would be thankful for the re- 
duction, whether he paid the balance 
at once or later. 
Employers Not To Pay 


Clause ten of the bylaw, Allowing 
that where the tax is demanded from 
employers, it may be paid in three 
monthly instalments, also stirred up| 
some opposition and was finally 
struck out altogether. Alderman

A committee of industrial bus!- 
ness men and other employes met 
toduy to voice opposition to the 
law. Alvear told them that if they 
would open their houses—now 
closed by a combined strike and 
lockout tomorrow—he would make 
un effort to annul the law or else 
modify it so that the measure would 
be sutisfactory. 

Crowds Pack Strects 

He asked the committee to re- 
tuin confidence in his government. 
During the meeting crowds packed 
the squares and streets at govern- 
ment houses, but no digorders oc- 
curred there. 

After a two-hour conference, the 
committee announced that business 
pluces would be opened tomorrow 
as the President requested and that 
the employers would “wait and see 
what happens.” 

As President 
his message to Congre 
the bitterly opposed pensions law, 
open disorder flamed in the general 
strike, in protest against the meas- 
ure. Strikers fired on two moving 
picture trains, wounding one of the

The objection to the pensions law 
was due largely to the fact that all 
workers must contribute five per- 
cent of their wages to a fund whence 
pensions would be allotted and that 
all employers must contribute a like 
sum for each employee. 

Explains Pensions 

President Alvear, who was try- 
ing to stem the tide of pupue ais- 
sutisfaction, explained in his mes- 
suge to Congress that the pensions 
would be granted after thirty years 
of work. It had originalty been un- 
derstood that they would be grant- 
ed at the end of a twenty-flve year 
period, While it had also been un- 
derstood that the pensions would 
equal the full wages at the time of 
quitting work, President Alvear 
sald that the amounts of the pen- 
sions must be studied by a commis- 
sion before a decision was reached, 

Vagueness in provisions of the 
law that called for granting of the 
pensions, coupled with firmness as 
to how the five percent salary de- 
ductions should be made, caused 
much opposition to the measure, 
which is already in effect. 

President Alvear's message pro- 
vided that after a five year trial of 
the pensions law, the amounts de- 
ducted from salaries would be re- 
turned, if desired, and also that the 
deductions would be cut to three 
percent of the wages of laborers 
earning 100 pesos (about $33) a 
month, Sums paid in by foreigners 
would be returned if they left the 
country, he explains, and sums paid 
by women would be returned if the 
women married. 

Insurance Provisions 

Provisions for unemployment and 
sickness insurance also were recom- 
mended by the President. It was 
believed his message would only 
stiffen the strikers’ determination 
to force the government to annul 
the measures, The general strike 
in Buenos Aires and interior cities 
was completely effective as !t com- 
bined the features of a workmen's 
strike plus an emptoyers lockout. 

Congress still is studying the cre- 
dentiala of newly-elected members, 
and it is impossible to say when the 
body will be ready to tackle tne pen- 
sions problem,
